Go¢ernor Allen’s main contention 
was that government has the right 
to protect the public against strikes 
when its welfare is imperiled, while 
Mr. Gompers held to the argument 
that no law can prevent a man 
from stopping work if by doing 80 
ud may benefit himself and his fam- 
ily. Gompers labeled the Kansas 
industrial court law the “un-Amer- 
jean slave law,” and Governor Al- 
len declared he had taken away 
from Gompers his divine right to 
order a man to quit “work. 

The oratory of the debaters was 
punctuated with frequent cheers and 
boos of adherents of each side and 
occasional questions shouted trom 
the floor and the balconies. 

In support of the right to strike, 
that the coal 
miners’ strike took boys out of 
the mines} that the textile workers’ 
strike brought children out of the 
mills and put them in the school 
room, while the strikes in the 


needles trades broke up the sweat- 


shops when Jaws had failed to do 80. 
Governor Allen’s industrial com- 
mandment was: “You shall not con- 
spire to shut down the industry nec- 
essary to the welfare of the peo- 
le.” 
“When the general public says we 
have had énough of this,” he said, 
“it's over.” 

“Who controls thé divine right to 
quit work?” Allen asked. He was 
answered with cheers and boos. 

The debate called for no decision, 
the committees in charge having 
‘purposely divided the house de- 
tween supporters of each speaker.

The court imposed a fine of $31,000 
upon the firm. 

Six counts covered sales actually 
made and a fine of $5,000 was im- 
posed for each of them. 

The charges in these counts were 
as follows: ) 

The sale of a suit of clothes en: 
ing $20 for $40. 

The sale of a suit costing $12.10 
for $40. 

The defense disputed the cost 
price, claiming it was $21 instead of 
$12.50. 

The sale of another suit at $45, 
the cost price being fixed at $23.50. 

The sale of a suit costing $17.82 
for $45. | 

The sale of a suit of clothes for 
$29.50, the cost of the mas having 
been $11.75. 

The sale of a suit costing $32.25 
to a millionaire for $60. 

The fine, as imposed by Judge 
Manton, is the largest that has been 
passed in the United Statea follow- 
ing a conviction for profiteering.

Give Trouble to Leaders 
At Chicago.

Chicago, May 28.—The.movement 
for a “lily white“ republican party, 
which has gained more momentum 
in the south this year than ever be- 
fore in the history of the party, will 
present the gravest issue to be set- 
tled by the national committee when 
it .meets here Monday to pass on 
contested delégations.

white republicans matte. it 80 plain 
that this question is a matter on 
which they demand a definite stand. 

The agitation for a “lily white” 
republican party in 1912 will not 
be a marker to the fight that will 
be waged by the southern white 
leaders, particularly from the states 
of Louisiana, Georgia and Florida, 
i¢ was stated. 

“The issue 16 particularly acute 

this year and the movement for a 
pure white republicanism in the 
south has grown to such propor- 
tions that the committee will have 
a delicate proposition on its hands,” 
it was said. “The white délegates 
in those states where there are con- 
tests are coming to Chicago with 
blood in their eyes.“ 
The national committee will nat- 
urally take no partisan stand in 
the matter, as its furction in such 
a matter is purely judicial. 

But the southern whites are com- 
ing with the proposition that if ever 
in American political history! there 
was a chance for repulicans {to cut 
into the south it is this year. Thou- 
sands of southern democrats are 
dissatisfied with President Wilson's 
peace treaty stand, they say. South- 
ern repüblicans claim that if the 
party will declare out and out for 
a “lily white” organization in the 
south there is a chance to wean a 

reat vote from the democrats. 

This, however, is impossible so long 


as there is no definite stand on the 
negro question, they contend. 

Over-Sized Delegations Barred, 

Chicago, May 28.—There. will be 
no over-sized delegations on the 
temporary roll of the republican na- 
tional convention, according to 
Clarence B. Miller, acting secretary 
of the republican national commit- 
tee, who arrived here today. 

e call for the convention speci- 
fied the exact number of delegates 
to which each state was entitled.“ 
Mr. Miller explained, “despite this 
fact a number of states ve se- 
lected more delegates than their 
quotas called for. A rule of the na- 
tional committee on May 31. But if 
cases shall automatically be classed 
as contests, but the committee 
hopes that each over-sized delega- 
tion will see to it that its size is 
reduced to the proper number be- 
fore the cases come before the na- 
tional committe on May 31.

Washington, May 28.—A resolu- 
tion “reviewing with grave concern” 
conditions in Ireland and “express- 
ing sympathy with. the aspirations 
of the Irish people for a government 
of their own choice” was reported 
out today by the house foreign af- 
fairs committee. The vote was 11 
to 7. 

The resolutions was offered by 
Representative Mason, republican, 
Tiljnois. as a substitute for his reso- 
lution proposing virtual recognition | 
of the provisional Irish republic. Its 
quitation ended a long and bitter 
fight in the committee.

Athens, Greece; May 28.—Police- 
men of this city have an effective 
and rather unique method of curb- 
ing speeding autoists, Officers. 
posted along the principa] streets 
carry planks studded with long, 
sharp nails, and when they see a 

car approeching at u rate they be- 
lieve is excessive,’ they drop the 
plank in front of the machine. If 
the car is speeding, it cannot be 
stopped in time, and as a result its 
tires are punctured; but if the ma- 
chine is proceeding at a reasonable 
pace it can be stopped before, the 


plank is reached. 

The chief of police finds the sys- 
tem is cheaper than maintaining a 
motorcycle squad, and has the ad- 
ditional advantage of making the 
capture of speeders comparatively 
easy.

ing his sermon, which will deal with 
the whipping of convicts, 

After discussing the present meth- 
ods employed in disciplining ruly 
cdénvicts, Rev. Mr. Ham will recom- 
mend a. substitute punishment; 
which, he states, will prove equally 
effective and far more humane, 

“I will make no personal allu- 
sions to or criticisms of the men 
who have been administering these 
whippings,” Rev. Mr. Ham de- 
clared, “but I intend to attack with 
all my might the prevailing system 
of whipping. * I ieve it is all 
wrong and that I can suggest a sub- 
stitute that will serve to keep or- 
der and at the same time one that 
will prove a great deal more hu- 
mane.”

Clerks, was requested to appear be- 
fore the directors. 

Objects te Ultimatum. 

At the meeting Mr. Nelson reiter- 
ated his previous declaration that 
the ultimatum issued last week by 
Vice President Dowss, of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia, to the striking 
clerks of that road, which stipulat- 
ed that if the strikers failed to re- 
turn to their work at noon last 
Monday all seniority rights and pen- 
sion privileges would be forfeited, 
was wholly un-American, and was 
a direct death-thrust, either con- 
sciously or unconsciously, at the 
very foundations of organized la- 
bor. 

Mr. Nelson was asked many ques- 
tions by the directors relative to 
conditions on which the strikers 
would return, He was asked if the 
walkout had been ordered by the 
national brotherhood, to which he 
replied that ng strike order had 
been issued by the national officers. 
Upon being asked for recommenda- 
tions as to what procedure could be 
taken by the chamber of commerce 
to relieve the freight embargo and 
congestion, Mr. Nelson said that it 
was not in his power to remedy 
the situation, and he suggested that 
br conference be held with Vice 
President Copeland, of the South- 
ern. 

Mr. Nelson stated that in his 
opinion the clerks who walked out 
in sympathy with the Central of 
Georgia clerks would return to 
their work if the ultimatum issued 
by Vice President . Downs 
withdrawn. With this in view, the 
chamber of commerce director de- 
cided to request Mr. Downs to at- 
tend the cenference today, and it is 
understood that pressure will be 
brought to bear upon Mr. Downs to 
have him withdraw the ultimatum. 

May Get Settlement. 9 

It is hoped by the officers of the 
chamber of commerce that if the ul- 
timatum is withdrawn negotiations 
towards an amicable settlement of 
the controversy-may be reopened.

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Debate on the Veto Was 
Brief But Acrimonious. 
Democrats Dared Re- 
publicans to Propose Re- 
peal of War Legislation.

Washington, May 28 The futile 
drama of peace-making at last 
came to an end today in the house 
of representatives, when that body 
voted to sustain President Wilson's 
veto of thé Knox resolution. 

The vote Was 219 in favor of over- 
riding the veto to 132 against, or 
29 legs than the required two-thirds 
majority. 

Two republicans, Representatives 
Kelley, of Michigan, and Fuller, of 
Massachusetts, voted to sustain the 
president’s veto while seventeen 
democrats joined the republican ma- 
jority in an effort to override it. 

This was two less than the num- 
ber of democrats voting for the 
peace resolution when it was pass- 
ed by the house. The 1oOgrats 
voting to override the veto were:

Debate Was Acrimonious. 

Dehate was brief but acrimoni- 
ous. It was punctuated by hoots, 
catcalls, cheers and jeers as demo- 
crats or republicans. defended and

‘So how the question will go into 
the national election for a decision 
by the voters.. President Wilson, as 
leader of the democratic party, will 
attempt to have the national con- 
vention indorse his policies, making 
the issue one of national honor, ac- 
companied by the accusation the re- 
publicans sought to sacrifice what 
benefits might be gained from the 
war. The republicans will counter 
with an indorsement of the stand of 
their represéntatives in congress. 

The issue will he clarified be- 
tween now and election day, as 
nominees of the parties. explain 
their views, platforms are drawn, 
catch phrases are born an@ public 
opinion crystallizes. It is believed 
by politica] observers the average 
voter will concern himself little 
with the Intricacies of proposed 
reservations to the rejected Ver- 
sailles treaty, and with fineness or 
phraseology, but rather must be ap- 
pealed to along broad and general 
principles. 

Meantime America remains in a 
technical state of war with Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary, main- 
tains an army along the Rhine, ts 
without. a definable foreign policy, 
and has on the national | statute 
books laws granting/the adminis- 
tration extraordinary powers be- 
cause of a war which has long si..ce 
ceased to exist. Scores of jnter- 
national questions will remain in 
abeyance * the voters have re- 
turned their verdict and ai detailed 
peace has been negotiated. 


Diplomats believe European na- 
tions will proceed to make settle- 
ments and adjustments with de- 
creasing regard for the views of 
America. It is difficult for Presi- 
dent Wilson to enforce his opinions 
when his ze sentatives cannot sit 
about the ‘international coundéil 
table otherwise than as observers. 
For instance, if the senate refuses 
to permit this country to have any- 
thing to do with Near Eastern af- 
fajrs it is an anomaly for the presi- 
dent to attempt to Help frame the 
Turkish treaty or to tell Britain 
and France what they should do 
about Armenia. 


Questions That Must Wait. 


Questions of domestic import con- 
cern the disposition of $500,600 
worth of seized alien property and 
the title German ships which 
were taken over. Claims against 
the German government, among 
them those of the Lasitania vit- 
tims, must likewise wait. 

Representative Porter, republican

But Without Reservations 
That Would Impair / Its 
Essential Integrity No 
Mention of Prohibition 
or High Cost of Living.

Washington, May 28.—President 
Wilson will ask the democratic na- 
‘tional convention at San Francisco 
to indorse a program calling for 
“prompt ratification of the treaty. 
without reservations, which would 
impair its essential integrity.“ 

This was made clear today when 
the president wrote to Senator 
Glass a letter indorsing the plate 
form adopted by democrats of Vir- 
ginia. The Virginians approved the 
league of nations covenant and the 
treaty, justified the assertion of the 
president that the honor of the 
country is involved and condemned 
what they said was the political op- 
position of the republicans. 

Winond Letter te Glass. 

The letter dispelled belief that the 
president might insist on ratifica- 
tion of the treaty without altera 
tion. He will not object to reser- 
vations which do not “impair its es- 
sential integrity”—that is, the so- 
called interpretative reservations to 
which administration spokesmen

Conditions, unprecedentedh ab- 
normal and uncontrollable, point to 
a noticeable reduction in the cotton 
acreage in this state and in adja- 
cent states. The situation is highly 


that as favorable as it appears to 


the pest. If the “control” devised 
by the government and successfully 
demonstrated as eminently practi- 
cal is utillized by cotton growers, 
the damage of which the weevil is 
capable will be greatly minimized. 

Applied at the right time and in 
the manner outlined by the govern- 

nt and intelligently exploited by 

e Georgia department of entomol- 
Ogy, the State College of Agricul- 
ture and other like agencies, - cal- 
cium arsenate will send to their 
death so many hundreds of thou- 
sands of the weevils that depreda- 
tions on the crop will be greatly 
lessened. Of course that assertive 
if’ is a very important element in 
the situation. 

The supreme demand of the hour 
is A greater variety and more abun- 
dant food crops. True economy de- 

nds such crops. There is prac- 
ically no limit to the variety of 
food crops that can be easily pro- 
duced in this state in great abun- 
dance. 

Why Not June Corn? 

In view of all the difficulties that 
attended the pitching of the cus- 
tomiary corn crop this year, why 
not plant 25, 50 or 60 acres in corn 
in June? That ig contrary to the 
uniform practice in this state. It 
remains that such a crop is pos- 
sible and would supply a felt want. 
The variety or type known as 90- 
day of 110-day corn is to be pre- 
ferred. Golden Dent, for example, is 
a first-class variety. Any of the se- 
lected yellow varieties will answer, 
provided that the soil is thoroughly 
prepared, fertilizer.adapted to the 
plant liberally used and the best 
cultural methods practiced. 

Even under existing ‘conditions, 
you may command time in which to 
plant corn, say Jpne 12-27. By Sep- 
tember 20-October 10 the crop will 
be ready for the harvesters. 

Based on personal practice, I 
would run the rows three and a 
half feet apart. I would check the 
same distance and in each check 
drop five or six grains of corn, 
When the plants are sufficiently 
strong in growth to be thinned to 
a stand I would leave in each check 
two of the most vigorous plants. 
That will mean 35 bushels of corn 
per acre, 

Immediately after running the 
rows and checking I would apply 
in furrows 305 pounds per acre of 
some high-grade fertilizer, 8—38—5 
would be excellent. If not obtain- 


‘able and you have not nitrate of 


soda and muriate of potash you 
may use acid phosphate and cotton 
meal. You may make a ton by mix- 
ing 1,000 pounds of 16 per cent acid 
phosphate, 800 pounds of cotton seed 
meal and, to round out the ton, 200 
pounds of well rotted stable ma- 
nure. Of this mixture I would apply 
per acre 400 pounds. When the corn 
is waist high I would plant in drill 
between rows the black-eyed pea or 
the lady pea. As soon as the plants 
show readiness to tassel I would de- 
tassel every spindling stalk. There 
will be fewer nubbins. 

Orange Cane for Sirup, Forage, Etc. 

Next to Link’s hybrid cane, Early 
orange cane is one of the best of 
the better varieties of sorghum for 
sirup for grain and for forage. 
Ninetey days from the day the seed 
are planted the new seed will be in 
the dough state, ready to be cut 
and cured. The cane will be in 
splendid condition for the mill. Do 
not strip the cane: tne leaves will 
not digcolor the juice or in any 
manner affect the sirup. The ba- 
gasse, or cane waste, as it is called, 
should be cured, hauled to the barn 
and fed to the stock through the 
winter. There remains in the ba- 
gasse 90 per cent of starch which is 
: constituent element of corn fod- 

er. 

Do not drill orange cane seed as 
one does cotton seed; plant in check 
two and a half feet apart, the rows 
being three and a half feet apart. 


ed for corn—400 pounds per acre in 
furrow. At each check drop as many 
seed as one can take up with thumb 
and middle fingehr; that will give 
six or eight stalks: thin to a stand 
of four strongest stalks a hill. Cul- 
tivate as corn. The plants will grow 
slow until. the root system is fairly 
well established. 

The seed are first-class for poul- 
try and for milch cows. For use of 
latter boil the seed as you would 
cow peas and add to the wheat bran 
‘on which you feed your cow or 
cows. 

More than that, Early Orange 
cane seed ground in a coffee mill— 
better of course in a regular mill— 
yields a flour that will make grid- 
dle cakes as meaty and as palatable 
as buckwheat cakes. Only recently 
I demonstrated that fact. Take a 
heaped up teacup of cane flour, add 
to it three tablespoonsfuls of wheat 
flour, an egg, just a suggestion of 
cooking’ soda and a touch of salt; 
mix with milk, sour or sweet. Cook 
quickly. Serve hot with Orange cane 
sirup, which latter is free from the 
objectionable “twang” noticed in old 
style sorghum sirup. 

In addition to the cane for sirup 
and stock food Early Orange will 
yield 35 to 40 bushels of seed per 
acre.

Gompers Opens Debate. 


Mr. Gompers and Governor Allen 
walked on the stage shortly after 
8 o’clock, while the audience arose 
and cheered. Each was followed by 
a large body of supporters. 

We are now at the parting of the 
ways in the great controversies 
which are now occupy ~~ the minds 
of our people,” declared Mr. Gomp- 
ers, the first speaker. On the one 
hand we have the great constructive 
movement for progress, for civiliza- 
tion and with all the tasks these 
impose, and on the other hand we 
have those who are leading the 
course of reaction, of injustice, of 
tyranny. The time is at hand when 
there must be determined whether 
the eternal principles of freedom, 
justice and democracy shall hold 
sway or be supplanted by the ty- 
ranny and the injustice of old.” 

Mr. Gompers said he wanted to 
lay down a few fundamental pring 
ciples and one of his ‘executive com- 
mittee Mrs. Sarah A. Conboy, read 
the following statement: 

“The fact that the voluntary or- 
ganizations of the wage workers 
are declared by the courts to be 
trusts and combinations in illegal 
restraint of trade. does not neces- 
sarily so constitute them; in fact, 
the unions of workers are not such. 
None of their achieveménts in be- 
half of the toilers or society at 
large can be confused with the selfs 
ish and pernicious activities of the 
illeral trusts. 

“The trust, even at its best, is 
an organization of a few to me- 
nopolize production, and to control 
distribution. of material products. 
The voluntary association of the 
wage workers for mutual benefit 
and assistance, are essentially dif- 
ferent. The fact must not be lost 
sight of that the power of labor 
is not a material commodity. There 
can be no trust in anything which 
is not yet produced.“ 

Labor and Capital. 

Resuming his address, Mr. Gom- 
pers said. “There 
error in the mind of a large num- 
ber of our people, and peoples of 
the whole world who confuse the 
term ‘labor and capital’ as being in 
exactly equal position toward each 
other. The fact of the matter is 
that capital is th eproduct of labor. 

“The difference between a slave 
and a free man is that the slave 
must work when his master or own- 
er directs and wills. The free man 
may stop his work, and whatever 
consequences of suffering that may 
be involved is his suffering and the 
suffering of no one else. The right 
of a free man to dispose of himself, 
of his labor and of his labor power, 
has been set forth in a supreme 
court decision, an opinion read by 
the then associate justice of the 
supreme court, Mr. Hughes, in which 
the principle is set forth clearly 
that no man is free, that involun- 
tary servitude exists, when a man 
must work against his will.” 

“There is one thing about the 
labor question which is axiomatic.” 
Mr. Gompers continued, that is: If 
vou attempt to outlaw strikes by 
legislation, depend upon it vour law 
will be futile and you will simply 
make criminals and lawbreakers: of 
workmen who are honest, patriotic 
citizens. 

“There is but one ground upon 
which any justification mav be as- 
sumed to tie men to their jobs and 
make strikes unlawful: that is the 
concession that our republican in- 
stitutions and our democracy have 
ceased. Admit that, and I have no 
word to debate excent that I com- 
hated every moment of mv life. 
The Boston tea party was a very 
nice affair. Whet was it except 
a strike arainst England, tyranny 
and injustice?’ 

Mr. Gompers' direct argument 
ended amid prolonged annlanse and 
cheers, at the conclusion of which 
a labor delegation presented him 
with a floral offering. 


Governor Allen Replies. 


Governor Allen also was greeted 
with prolonged anplause when ‘he 
was introduced. He lost no time in 
coming to the defense of the Kan- 
sas industrial court, buildijne his 
argument on the premise thst “the 
1 of the public is the supreme 
aw.’ 

He declared this was the funda 
mental axiom upon which he and 
his supporters were working ani 
which governed his attitude toward 
capital, labor and the disnutes 
which arise between them. He as- 
serted Fe was not present as a rep- 
resentative of capital or labor, but 
“as a representative of all of us— 
‘he general public.” 

He reviewed the labor troubles in 
Kansas last winter, laying especial 
emphasis on the coal strike and the

Governor Allen then referred to 
statements alleged to have been 
made by union leaders in the past. 
‘including Mr. Gompers, that “if you 
take away the right to strike we 
will and some other way.” 4 
“Before the debate ceases to- 
night,” he said, “I implore Mr. Gom- 
pers, in behalf of the country that 
is waiting to know, what other way 
e has in mind.” 
Allen outlined in detail the or- 
anization and operation of the in- 
dustrial court system in effect in 
Kansas. Speaking of its effect upon 
the industrial world, he said: 
Nothing Taken From Labor. 


“We have taken away nothing 
from labor; we have provided pro- 
tection in ali the industries; we 
have forbidden convict labor to 
come in competition with other la- 
bor: we have established a free em- 
ployment service; we have provid- 
ed an industrial welfare commis- 
sion; we have provided that no in- 
junction, whether interlocutory or 
permanent, in any case between 
employer and employees or between 
persons employed, or presons seek- 
ing employment, growing out of a 
dispute concerning terms, condi- 
tions, etc., shall be issued without 
previous notice and”an opportunity 
to be heard in behalf of the party 
enjoined, 

“We have established liens to 
protect workers; we have estab- 
lished the eight-hour day in mines; 
we have established everything that 
has been established in the history 
of the progress of this great in- 
dustry.” 

He denied that the Kansas law 
denied the workmen the privilege 
of collective bargaining. He said it 
gave the miners that right whether 
they were members of unions or not 
and, protects the sanctity of their 
contract. 

Governor Allen then assailed Mr. 
Gompers’ political - activities. Re- 
ferring to Mr. Gompers’ alleged or- 
ders to organized labor to see that 
no man goes to congress who fs 
not in favor of labor’s program, he 
said: “The political party in the 
forthcoming campaign that has not 
the constructive courage to stand 
out and pledge to the public pro- 
tection against the wrongs and 
terrors of industrial warfare will 
travel down the pathway of cow- 
ardice to defeat.” 

Storms of applause which lasted 
Several minutes greeted thig pero. 
ration. Governor Allen concluded 
his direct argument by asking Mr. 
Gompers to define “who had the 
divine right to forbid the switch- 
men to strike in their outlaw 
strike; who controls this divine 
right to quit work?” 

Mr. Gompers, speaking in rebut- 
tal, said he would like to answer 
the governor if he had time. Sev- 
eral voices in the audience shout- 
ed: “You can’t. You can't!“ Mr. 
Gompers said he would prove it if 
he lived ‘long enough. He did not 
return to the governor's question, 
however, until some minutes later, 
when he said: 

“The governor says that he 
wants to take from me, from Gom- 
pers, the divine right of orderin 
strikes. It reminds me very 8 
of a man who has been told a 
story uttérly ridiculous, but to his 
blind 1 it seemed simply to be 
the truth and he ran away and be- 
lieved it. It may be interesting 
news to the governor to know that 
in all my life I have never ordered 
a strike of two men; more or less— 
never, never—and I challenge him 
or any one else who will give his 
name to assert the contrary.” 

Somebody in the audience shouted, 
“Who ordered the strike?” 

“Go heme and find out. Take 
your special train back to Kansas,” 
Mr. Gompers retorted, amid shouts. 
of laughter from the audience, 

Allen’s Last “Say,” 

Governor Allen, in rebuttal, went 
into. details of the Kansas coal 
strike, saying that Gompers had 
not said anything of the man who 
does not want to go out on a 
strike.

It is, therefore, too early as yet 
to judge accurately as to the true 
condition of the country, so far as 
distribution of population ‘bears 
upon national healthfulness. 

If, when those returns are made 
known, they show that the rural 
population has kept pace with that 
of the urban, it will be a hopeful 
and an encouraging manifestation 
of national development.

TO NOMINAL BASIS 


Nearness of the Holidays 

Causes Light Trading. 
Market Has Firm to 
Strong Tone. 


New York, May §8.—The approach- 
ing holiday had a perceptible ef- 
fect upen the volume of business 
in the stock market today, dealings 
failing to nominal proportions. The 
tone was firm to strong, ‘almost 
from the outset, however, especial- 
ly in seasoned industrials and rails. 

Shorts were disposed at times 
to exert fresh pressure against 
speculative issues, basing their ten- 
tative operations upon hopes of 
tighter ney, but when this con- 
dition failed to develop, hasty cov- 
ering ensued. ; 

Call loans.once more held at what 
has practically become the fixed 
rate of 6 per cent, and many large 
borrowings at that quotation run- 
ning into next Tuesday were re- 
ported. Further slight relaxation of 
time money was observed, but this 
was almost wholly restricted to 30- 
day maturities. 

Rails were far more active than 
usual, considering the small turn- 
over, buying of that division em- 
bracing almost a score of the popu- 
lar high and low-grade issues, 
accompanying this movement was a 
steady demand for various railroad 
bonds at gains of 1 to 2 points, 

Otherwise the movement contin- 
ued to concentrate in steels, affil- 
iated equipments, oils and motors 
and their subsidiaries, with a sprin- 
sling ef shippings, leathers and food 
specialtie§. Sugars were an ex- 
ception. falling back toward the 
close on reports of a cut in the raw 
product. 

A sharp reaction in marks, which 
can*eled the greater part ot the re- 
cent gain, was the noteworthy fea- 
ture of the foreign exchange mar- 
ket. Among internatj6nal bankers, 
the Japanese finaficial situation 
evoked much discussjon and con- 
jecture.

Columbia, S. C., May 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The crop report issued by 
the American Cotton association 
from its headquarters in this city 
today gives the condition of cotton 
on May 25 as 67.2.
